Explosives In Road Boildiig 



One of tbe newer methods of road 
building that Is fast winning tbe In 
dorsement of tbe better versed contrac 
tor Is that of employing dynamlta for 
reducing tbe heavy work. 

Uradlng through hard ground or rock, 
for Instance, Is tedious and requires 
time and labor. Tbe use of dynamite 
for blasting such material is a welcome 
relief. Both rock and bard clay may 
bo loosened In tbe cut by well placed 
charges of explosives If boles are drill- 
ed Into tbe ground a little way up the 
bank and loaded.
